The report of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam, Navigation Co, atates 
that in several cases estimates hava had 
to be made owing to the loss of papers 
by enémy action, but care hag been taken 
to calculate the probable result, on a 
conservative basis.

COLLISIONS AT SHA, 


FAR EASTERN CASES IN THE 
S LONDON COURTS. 


The appeal, in the case of the owners of 
as, Malta v, owners of 6.8, Kaga Maru, 
was concluded, in London, on Noveniber 
27th, before tho Master of the Rolls, 
Lord Justice Duke, and Mr. Justice Eve, 
sitting with Admiral Sir Francis 
Powell, C.B., and Captain G. K. Wright, 
Elder Brethren of Trinity House. 

IL was an appeal by the owners of the 
Javancee steamship Aaya Mary from a 
ju lgment in @ claim and counter-claim 
arising out uf a collision between her 
and the Goole steamship Jfalta in the 
Downs on February 15th, 1917. By the 
judgment complained of the Kaya Maru 
was held to be along: te blame, and the 

of compulsory pilotage negativea. 

Pie jud mnenit was upheld, the Maste: 
of the Rolls stating the evidence estab. 
lished quite clearly that the Kaga Maru’s 
Master and crew kept an insufficient Jook- 
out, and that that did, in fact, con- 
tribute to the collision. ‘The Lord Jus- 
i concurred. . 
: ‘In the Admiralty Court the action has 
been decided of the Chincse Engineering 
and Mining Co., Ltd., to limit their 
liability for a collision between the Kaz- 
ping and the Tanfield. The casualty 
occurred in the Mediterranean on Oct. 
19th, 1917. As the tonnage of the Kat 
ping was 2,425.11, her liability under 
the etatue amounted to £19,400 17s. 8d. 
Hor owners admitted that she Wag to 
blame for the collision. Mr, Justice Bill 
granted a decree of limitation of 
liability.

SIBERIA. 


HONGKONG NURSE'S APPEAL FOR 
THE CZECHB. 


Miss D. Innes, formerly of the Royal 
Naval Hospital, Hongkong, was one of 
the first to respond fast spring to the 
eal] of the American Red. Cross_ for 
volunteers for service in Siberia, and she 
was appointed Matron of the A.R.C. 
Hospital at Bucheda, near Harbin, but 
suffered a nervous breakdown and was 
compelled to return to England Writ- 
ing to Mr. W. A. B. Nichols, of the 
American Red Cross, Chine Central 
Committee, on the eve of her departure 
on_the last Ampress, she enys:— 

Dear Mr. Nichols.—On my return from 
Siberia, I feel 1 cannot plead too strongly 
to tho Bhanghai Chapter of the American 
Red Cross for inercased effort to help ali 
those who are suffering in that most 
desolate and sad country. 

There is still a great need for sheets, 
illow-coses, towels, dressings, ‘tin. 
bandages, etc. I have experienced what 
it is to have no change of sheets for those 
in my care and ne towels at all—no 
pons see does very well, but wo 
acked both pillow-cases and: the material 
wherewith to make them. These are all 
absolutely essential things. 

There is, however, a. need which is 
almost as important, and that is a con- 
stant supply of amusements and distrac- 
tions for the men, The Czechs, among 
whom I worked, have been fighting for 
four ‘years, and for that time they have 

hMtrad no word of their friends left behind 
at he Can you imagine the awful 
dreariness of the life these men lend? 
Outside, the deadly silence—wintor hold- 
ing aJ].nature in iron thrall—that some 
how enters one’s seul; inside, warmth 
certainly, but nothing to wenn these mon 
from their thoughts. which, they. say, are 
terrible. -
